FORTHCOMING EXHIBITIONS. 


GERMANY. 


Referring to the notice on p. 102 of the “‘ Board of Trade Journal ” 
Exhibition at of 16th January last, a memorandum drawn up 
Dusseldorf. by H.M. Consul;General at Dusseldorf, has been 
received at the Board of Trade, through the 
Foreign Office, respecting the exhibition to be held at that place 
in May next. 
The memorandum states that the. great Industrial, Fine Art, and 
School of Design Exhibition to be opened at Dusseldorf on the Ist 
of May, promises to be the most important of any kind ever held 
in Germany. ... . . The district is the most important 
manufacturing centre, with its population of some eight or nine 
millions, on the continent of Europe, a centre in which almost 
every branch of industry which exists in the world, is well repre- 
sented in actual production and manufacture. 
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Whilst the object, which the Germans have in view, is that of a 
practical mode of advertisement of their products and manufactures 
to the world, by preference in their own country, it is, in the 
opinion of the Consul-General, the duty of the British people to 
go and judge for themselves as to how far they are equal to or in 
advance of the Germans. . . . . . 

A new special line (double) of railway has been made by the 
State, round the north end of the town from the central station of 
the Koéln-Minden, Bergisch-Miirkisch and Rhenish railways (all 
State lines) to the exhibition, where a new station has been built. 
The main building is some 400 metres long, facing the Rhine ; 
most of the great iron, steel, mining, railway locomotive and 
rolling stock, engineering, cannon, gunmaking, electrical works and 
textile companies have erected, or are erecting, their own exhibition 
buildings, so that the arrangements of exhibits will be such as to 
facilitate rapid and thorough inspection ; and the general organisa- 
tion will doubtless be, under such a workmanlike committee, very 
complete. 

The exhibition includes 25 special groups, with each an expert 
head of department resident at Dusseldorf. 

1, Mining and salt works; 2, Metallurgy; 3, Manufactures of 
metals ; 4, Machinery ; 5, Electrotechnique; 6, Means of transport, 
rolling stock; 7, Chemical industry; 8, Provision and victualling 
department, machinery and appliances connected therewith ; 
9, Stone, earthenware, china, cement and glassware; 10, Wood 
and furniture, household fittings; 11, General fancy goods; 12, 
Textile industry ; 13, Wearing apparel ; 14, Leather, india-rubber 
and asbestos; 15, Paper industry; 16, Lithography, engraving 
and printing; 17, Scientific instruments; 18, Musical instruments ; 
19, Building and civil engineering; 20, School education and 
instruction ; 21, Hygiene, and benevolent institutions ; 22, Sport ; 
23, Horticulture ; 24, Agriculture and forestry ; 25, Art applied 
to manufactures and trades. . . . .

THE COMMERCIAL INTELLIGENCE BRANCH OF 
THE BOARD OF TRADE. 


Referring to the notice on p. 287 of the “Board of Trade 
Journal ” of 6th ult., and to notices in previous issues, the Board 
of Trade have been informed that the following officer has been 
charged with the duty of receiving and answering commercial

Natal ove “eo The Collector of Customs. 
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With reference to the notice on p. 493 of the last number of the 
Journal, the following is a copy of the translation of the text of the 
Convention relative to sugar, signed at Brussels on the 5th inst. 
by the delegates of Great Britain, Germany, Austria-Hungary, 
Belgium, Spain, France, Italy, The Netherlands and Sweden :— 

Art. I.—The High Contracting Parties undertake to suppress, 
from the date of the coming into force of the present Convention, 
the direct and indirect bounties by which the production or export 
ot sugar might benefit, and not to establish bounties of such a kind 
during the whole duration of the Convention. For the appiication 
of this provision, sugar products, such as preserves, chocolates, 
biscuits, condensed milk, and all other analogous products con- 
taining, in a notable proportion, sugar artificially incorporated, 
are assimilated to sugar. 

The preceding paragraph applies to all advantages resulting 
directly or indirectly for the ditterent categories of producers from 
the fiscal legislation of the States, including :— 

(a) The direct bounties granted to exports ; 

(6) The direct bounties granted to production ; 

(c) Total or partial exemptions from taxation granted for a part 
of the manufactured output ; 

(d) Advantages derived from excess of yield ; 

(e) Advantages derived from the exaggeration of the drawback ; 

(f) Advantages derived from any surtax in excess of the rate 
fixed by Article ITI. 

Art. I1.—The High Contracting Parties engage to place in bond, 
under the permanent supervision, both by day and by night, of the 
Revenue officers, sugar factories and sugar refineries, as well as 
factories for the extraction of sugar from molasses. 

For this purpose, factories shall be so arranged as to give every 
guarantee against any surreptitious carrying away of sugar, and 
the said officers shall have power to enter all parts of the factories. 

Controlling books shall be kept in connection with one or more 
of the processes of manufacture, and finished sugars shall be placed 
in special storehouses giving all proper guarantees of security. 

Art. I1I1.—The High Contracting Parties undertake to limit the 
surtax to a maximum of 6 fr. per 100 kilog. for refined sugar and 
assimilable sugars, and to a maximum of 5 fr. 50 c. for other 
sugars. The surtax is the difference between the rate of duty or 
taxation to which foreign sugars are subject and that imposed on 
the home product. 

The provisions of this Article do not apply to the rates of import 
duty in the case of countries that do not produce sugar, nor do 
they apply to the by-products of sugar manufacture and refining. 

Art. IV.—The High Contracting Parties agree to impose a 
special duty on the importation into their respective territories of 
sugars from countries that grant bounties either on production or 


export.

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_ This duty shall not be less than the amount of the imate, 

dnieh or indirect, granted in the country of origin. The High 
Contracting Parties reserve to themselves, as far as each of them 
is concerned, the option to prohibit the importation of. bountied 
8 . 
In order to calculate the amount of the advantage eventually 
derived from the surtax specified in paragraph (f) of Article I., 
the figure fixed by Article ‘III.is deducted trom the amount ‘of 
this surtax; the half of the difference is considered to represent 
the bounty, and the Permanent Commission instituted by 
Article VII. will have the right, on the demand of a Contracting 
Party, to revise the figure thus fixed. 

Art. V.—The High Contracting Parties mutually undertake to 
admit at the lowest rate of import duty sugars of any of the con- 
tracting countries or of any Colonies or Possessions belonging to 
them that do not -grant bounties and to which the obligations 
imposed by Article VIII. apply. 

Cane and beet: sugars shall not be subjected to different rates 
of duty. 

Art. VI.—Spain, Italy, and Sweden are exempt from the 
obligations imposed by Articles I., II., and III., so long as they 
do not export sugar. 

These States engage to adapt their legislation in the matter of 
sugar to the provisions of the Convention within a year—or earlier 
if possible—from the time when the Permanent Commission 
notifies that the above-mentioned condition has ceased to exist. 

Art, VII.—The High Contracting Parties agree to establish a 
Permanent Commission charged with watching the execution of 
the provisions of the present Convention. 

This Commission shall be composed of Delegates of the different 
Contracting Powers; a permanent Bureau will be connected with 
it. The Commission will elect its President; it will sit at 
Brussels, and will assemble at the summons of the President. ’ 

The duties of the Delegates will be :— 

(a) To ascertain whether in the Contracting States any direct 
or indirect bounty is granted on the production or export of 
sugars. 

(6) To ascertain whether the States referred to in Article VI 
continue to conform to the special condition laid down in that 
Article. 

(c) To ascertain whether any bounties exist in the non-Signatory 
States, and to estimate the amount for the purposes of Article IV. 

(d) To pronounce an opinion on contested points. 

(e) To consider requests for admission to the Union made by 
States not having taken part in the present Convention. 

‘The Permanent Bureau shall ‘collect, translate, arrange, and 
publish information of all kinds respecting legislation on and 
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statistics of sugar, not only in contracting countries, but in all 
other countries as well. 

In order to insure the execution of the preceding provisions, the 
High Contracting Parties shall transmit, through the diplomatic 
channel to the Belgian Government, which shall forward them to 
the Commission, the Laws, Orders and Regulations on the taxation 
of sugar which are or may be in force in their respective countries, 
as well as statistical information relative to the object of the 
present Convention. 

Each of the High Contracting Parties may be represented on 
the Commission by a Delegate, or by a Delegate and Assistant 

Austria and Hungary shall be considered separately as Con- 
tracting Parties. 

The first meeting of the Commission shall be held in Brussels, 
under the auspices of the Belgian Government, at least three 
months before the coming into force of the present Convention. 

The Commission shall have only the duty of examination and 
report. It shall draw up a report on all questions submitted to it, 
and forward the same to the Belgian Government, which shall 
communicate it to the Powers interested, and, at the request of any 
one of the High Contracting Parties, shall convoke a Conference, 
which shall take such decisions or measures as circumstances 
demand. 

The examinations and valuations referred to in paragraphs ()) 
and (c) will, however, be binding on the Contracting Powers; 
they will be determined by a majority vote—each Contracting 
Party having.one vote—and they will take effect in two months’ 
time at the latest. Should one of the Contracting Parties con- 
sider it necessary to appeal against a decision of the Commission, 
the said Party must, within eight days of the receipt of the said 
decision, require a fresh meeting of the Commission, which will 
hold a special meeting and will pronounce its final decision within 
one month of the date of the appeal. The new decision shall take 
effect, at latest, within two months of its promulgation. The same 
course will be followed with regard to the consideration of demands 
for admission provided for in paragraph (e). 

The expenses incurred on account of the establishment and 
working of the Permanent Bureau and of the Commission— 
excepting the salaries or expenses of the Delegates, who will be 
paid by their respective countries—shall be borne by all the 
Contracting States, and shall be divided among them in a manner 
to be determined by the Commission. 

High Contracting Parties undertake for them- 
selves and for their Colonies or possessions, an exception being made 
in the case of the. self-governing Colonies of Great Britain and 
the British East Indies, to take the necessary measures to prevent 
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bounty-fed sugars which have passed in transit through a 
contracting country from enjoying the advantages of the Convention 
on the market to which it is being forwarded. The Permanent 
Commission will make the necessary proposals with regard to this 
provision. 

Art. IX.—States which are not Parties to the present Convention 
will be admitted to adhere to it at their request, and after approval 
by the Permanent Commission. 

The request shall be addressed through the diplomatic channel 
to the Belgian Government, who will undertake, should occasion 
arise, to notify the adhesion to all the other Governments. It will 
entail agreement to all the charges and admission to all the 
advantages stipulated by the present Convention, and will produce 
its effects from the lst September following the dispatch of the 
notification by the Belgian Government to the other Contracting 
States. 

Art. X.—The present Convention will come into force on the 1st 
September, 1903. 

It will remain in force for five years from that date, and in the 
case of any of the High Contracting Parties not having notified 
twelve months before the expiration of the said period of five years 
its intention of ceasing to abide by it, it will continue to remain in 
force for a year, and so on from year to year. 

In the event of one of the Contracting Parties denouncing the 
Convention, such denunciation will only have effect on the Party 
in question ; the other parties will retain, until the 31st October of 
the year in which the denunciation is made, the right of notifying 
their intention of withdrawing on the lst September of the 
succeeding year. If one of these latter Powers desires to withdraw, 
the Belgian Government will summon a Conference at Brussels 
within three months to decide upon the course to be taken. 

Art. XI.—The provisions of the present Convention will apply to 
the oversea provinces, Colonies, and foreign Possessions of the 
High Contracting Parties. The British and Datch Colonies and 
Possessions are excepted, save as regards the provisions forming 
the subject of Articles V. and VIII. 

The position of the British and Dutch Colonies and Possessions 
is, moreover, regulated by the Declarations inserted in the Final 
Protocol. 

Art. XII.—The fulfilment of the mutual engagements contained 
in the present Convention is subordinated as far as it is necessary 
to the completion of the formalities and requirements established 
by the Constitutional laws of each of the Contracting Parties. 

The present Convention shall be ratified, and the ratifications 
shall be deposited at the Ministry of Foreign Affairs at Brussels 
on the 1st February, 1903, or earlier if possible. 

It is agreed that the present Convention shall only become 
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binding if it is ratified at least by those of the Contracting Powers 
who are not included in the exceptional provision of Article VI. 
Should one or several of these Powers not have deposited their 
ratifications by the date mentioned, the Belgian Government shall 
immediately take steps to obtain a decision on the part of the 
othe: Signatory Powers as to whether the present Convention 
shall come into force among themselves,

In proceeding to the signature of the Sugar Convention between 
the Governments of Germany, Austria-Hungary, Belgium, Spain, 
France, Great Britain, Italy, the Netherlands and Sweden, the 
Plenipotentiaries agreed as follows :—- 


As regards Article I1I—Considering that the object of the 
surtax is tlfe efficacious protection of the market of each producing 
country, the High Contracting Parties reserve to themselves the 
right, each one as concerns itself, to propose an increase of the 
surtax, should considerable quantities of sugar from one of the 
Contracting States find their way into their territories. This 
increase would only apply to sugars coming from that State. 

Such a proposal must be addressed to the Permanent Com- 
mission, which wil! decide, as quickly as possible, by a majority 
vote, whether there is good ground for the proposed measure; as 
to the period for which it shall be enforced ; and as to the extent 
of the increase; the latter shall not exceed 1 fr. per 100 kilo- 
grammes. 

The assent of the Commission shall only be given when the 
invasion of the market in question is the consequence of an actual 
economic inferiority, and not the result of a factitious increase in 
price brought about by an agreement between producers. 


As regards ArticleXI—(A.) 1. The Government of Great Britain 
declares that no bounty, direct or indirect, shall be granted to 
sugars of the Crown Colonies during the duration of the Convention. 

2. It also declares, as an exceptional measure, and reserving in 
principle entire liberty of action as regards the fiscal relations 
between the United Kingdom and its Colonies and Possessions, 
that during the duration of the Convention no preference will be 
granted in the United Kingdom to Colonial sugars as against 
sugars from any of the Contracting States. 

3. It finally declares that the Convention shall, by its intermediary, 
be submitted to the self-governing Colonies and to the East Indies, 
so that they may have an opportunity of giving their adhesion to it. 

It is understood that the Government of His Britannic Majesty 
has the power to adhere to the Convention on behalf of the Crown 
Colonies. 

(B.) The Government of the Netherlands declares that during 
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the duration of the Convention no bounty, direct or indirect, shall 
be granted to sugars from the Dutch Colonies, and that such sugars 
shall not be admitted into the Netherlands at a lower Tariff than 
that applied to sugars from any of the Contracting States. 

The present Final Protocol, which will be ratified at the same 
time as the Convention, will be regarded as forming an. integral 
part of the Convention, and will have the same force, value, and 
duration. 


PERMITS TO LAND IN SOUTH AFRICA. ; 


It is notified for information that Permits to land in South 
Africa will be required by all Government Officials sailing on and 
after the Ist April, 1902. 

Applications should be made in person at the South African 
Permit Office, 47, Victoria Street, between the hours of 11 a.m. 
and 5 p.m., at least three weeks before the date of sailing. 

Each applicant will be required to furnish a certificate from the 
Government Department concerned to the effect that he (or she) is 
actually holding an appointment under Government. 

In cases where persons are living more than 50 miles from the 
Metropolis, the application may be made in writing accompanied 
by the above certificate. biti 

Permits are not required by passengers in His Majesty’s Trans- 
ports. 
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TRANSPORT IN PERSIA. 


According to a report by the Belgian Legation at Tehran, 
_published in the ‘‘ Bulletin Commercial” (Brussels) of ;22nd ult., 
the heavy cost-of transport to. the Persian plateau renders most of 
the interior markets of that Empire inaccessible, to heavy 
merchandise. This state of affairs, it appears, is very little known 
among certain merchants desirous of extending their trade with 
this part of Asia,and it may therefore be useful to give some 
particulars as to the difficulty of communication and the cost of 
transport in a country where neither railways nor carriage roads 
exist. 

In the north of Persia two principal routes connect the capital 
with the outer world. The first, by way of Resht, Enzeli, and the 
Caspian Sea, is open solely to Russian goods, and in exceptional 
cases to foreign goods, which do not pay too heavy an import duty 
into Russia, There are firms at Antwerp who undertake the 
transport of goods to Enzeli, through Batoum and Baku, at the 
rate of 300 to 350 francs per ton, not including Customs duties. 
The journey from Enzeli to the Persian capital occupies from 14 
to 18 days. The present cost of transport for packages of 60 or 
120 kilogs. by mule or camel is at the rate of 400 francs. per ton. 
Formerly only caravans could travel over the uneven, windin 
track which connects the coast with the plateau, but since the 
completion of the new Russian road (see “Board of Trade 
Journal” for 8th March, 1900, pp. 539-40), springless waggons are 
made use of. The transport of merchandise by these vehicles is 
quicker, but far more expensive, and apart from this the packages, 
it is said, are damaged considerably by the jolting sustained in a 
journey of 250 kiloms. (155} miles). 

The other route connecting the capital with the outer world is 
by way of Trebizond, Erzeroum, and Tabreez, and has less to 
recommend it than the first route. The value of the merchandise 
registered by the Turkish Customs as destined for Persia 
diminishes every year owing to the high price of forage required 
for the beasts of burden. When it is added that packages are 
often opened twice before arriving at the Persian frontier, that 
they pay a transit duty of 1 per cent. ad valorem in Turkey, that 
they are from four to six months en route, that transport from 
Trebizond to Tabreez costs from 200 to 250 krans, or 100 to 125 
francs, per quintal of 230 kilogs., and as much from Tabreez to 
Tehran, it can be understood that importers hesitate to make use 
of this route of 1,770 kiloms, (1,100 miles). They much prefer 
the southern routes, one of which has its starting point at Bushire 
on the Persian Gulf. The cost of transport from Antwerp to 
Bushire is not more than 50 francs per ton, but from Bushire to 
Tehran it amounts to about 500 francs per ton. Certain foreign 
firms engaged in the work of transport have established relay 
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s for caravans making the entire journey of 1,255 kiloms. 
(779 miles), which occupies from three to six months. The first 
halting place in this laborious journey is made at a spot which is 
a veritable staircase of rocks. After leaving Shiraz the track over 
the plateau is more practicable. 

_A further route, much frequented, is that by way of Kermanshah, 
Bagdad and Basrah. This is the shortest route, having only a 
length 810 kiloms. (503 miles). Unfortunately it is connected 
with Customs formalities in Turkish territory and a transit duty of 
one per cent. ad valorem. The freight rate from Antwerp to 
Bagdad is about 125 francs per ton, and from Bagdad to Tehran 
about 400 francs. The distance can be covered in three months. 

It should be remembered, moreover, that neither the prices nor 
the delays mentioned above are fixed. They vary according to the 
season, to the abundance of food procurable for beasts of burden, 
and to the stocks of merchandise to be transported. The figures 
given are sufficient, however, according to the report, to demonstrate 
the fact that the question of transport is one of the most important 
factors to be considered by anyone who desires to extend his 
business with Persia.

NETHERLANDS. 


According to a Supplement to the Dutch Tariff, which has recently

Electric dynamos and motors are dutiable as physical instru- 
ments at the rate of 5 per cent. ad valorem, unless at the time of 
importation, or subsequently thereto, it be proved by means of 
drawings, documents, &c., that they are intended for use as 
factory machinery, in ‘which case they are duty free. 

Dynamos employed in a factory exclusively for lighting ‘it (not 
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to be confounded with central electric machines) are not to ‘be 
considered as factory apparatus. 

Under certain conditions, regulating, controlling; measuring, 
and safety apparatus, forming part’of and imported with ‘electrical 
machinery, may be admitted duty free when the machinery itself is 
entitled to free admission. 

Sheets of paper pulp or wood pulp manufactured in such a way 
that they can be immediately used as cardboard or packing paper 
are dutiable as “ paper of all kinds,” at the rate of 5 per cent. 
ad valorem. If, however, such articles are not capable of being 
used immediately as paper, either because they are insufficiently 
prepared, or because they are perforated, they are exempt from 
duty. 

Unused current postage stamps, not being articles of commerce, 
are to be admitted free of duty as “ printed matter.” 

Envelopes and bands of paper, as well as post cards, circulars, 
and Post Office order forms, incompletely printed or in manuscript, 
are to be dutiable as “paper of all kinds,” but the value of any 
stamps affixed, printed, or impressed thereon is not be taken into 
account in assessing duty. 

Postage stamps and post cards, used or no longer current, are to 
be dutiable as “small wares,” at the rate of 5 per cent. ad valorem. 


GERMANY. 


Referring to previous notices on the subject of the German 
“Inspection of Meat.” Law of the 3rd June, 
— 1900. a précis of which appeared at pp. 246-8 
; of the “Journal” for the 2nd August, 1900, 
the Board of Trade have now received, through the Foreign Office, 
a copy of an Imperial Decree putting into force from the 
1st October next Section 21 of the Law, together with the penal 
clauses relating thereto. This Section prohibits the importation 
into Germany of meat prepared by processes or with ingredients 
which might impart injurious properties thereto, and empowers 
the Bundesrath to determine what ingredients and methods of 
preparation fall under this regulation. 
In this connection, a notice has been issued, of which the 
following is a translation :— '

No. 15 (2)b of the Tariff, at the rate of 3 marks per 100 kilogs. 
(1s. 64d. per cwt.).

The following are added to the list of articles of Corsican origin

when imported into Corsica from foreign countries, are dutiable at 
the rates leviable under the French metropolitan tariff.

UNITED STATES OF AMERICA. 


The following is a list of some Decisions affecting the application of 
the Customs Tariff and Customs Regulations of 
the United States, which have recently been 
issued by the Treasury Department at 
Washington for the guidance of United States Customs officers and 
others :— 

Perforated pearls, loose, unset and unstrung, of various qualities, 
sizes, colours, and shapes, not matched or selected with a view to 
setting or stringing, are dutiable at the rate of 10 per cent. 
ad valorem, by similitude to pearls in their natural state, not set or 
strung, under paragraph 436 and Section 7 of the Tariff. 

Cotton damask table covers, dyed, not in the piece but separated, 
whether fringed or not, are dutiable at the rate of 45 per cent. 
ad valorem, under paragraph 322 of the Tariff, as ‘manufactures 
of cotton not specially provided for.” 

Hooks imported without eyes are dutiable under the provisions of 
paragraph 180 of the Tariff, at the rate of 5} cents. per lb. and 
15 per cent. ad valorem. The language of the paragraph in 
providing for “hooks and eyes” does not limit its operation to 
importations including both articles, but includes either if separately 
imported. 

Cuttings from sheet tin—The offal produced from cutting up 
sheet tin is dutiable as waste, under paragraph 463 of the Tarift, at 
the rate of 10 per cent. ad valorem. Such waste, having fallen from 
finished wrought tin, is not entitled to free entry as *‘ tin in blocks, 
pigs, or bars,” nor is it dutiable under paragraph 183, as “ metal 
unwrought.” 


Customs 
Decisions. 
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Clerical errors in invoices and entries—Where an importer per- 
ceives an error in his consular invoice before entry, and offers to 
enter on a pro,forma invoice pending the receipt of a corrected 
consular invoice, which offer is rejected by the Collector, who 
compels the importer to make entry on the erroneous invoice, such 
refusal of the Collector does not defeat the importer’s right to have 
the error corrected by the Board of Classification upon satisfactory 
proof that it is a clerical error. 

Waste bagging of jute, used chiefly as paper stock, but also in 
large quantities. for various other manufacturing purposes, is 
dutiable at the rate of 10 per cent. ad valorem, under paragraph 463 
of the Tariff, as “ waste, not specially provided for,’ and not as 
bagging for cotton, under paragraph 344; nor is it free of! duty, 
under paragraph 632, as “fit only to be converted into paper.” 
A provision for articles “fit only” for a certain use does not 
include articles which, though chiefly devoted to that use, are 
employed to a substantial extent for other purposes. 

Furnace sand, an article produced by grinding silica stone or 
sandstone, and used in making the bed of a furnace, to protect it 
from injury by heat, is free of duty under paragraph 671 of the 
Tariff, as “sand, crude or manufactured, not otherwise provided 
for.” 

Flexible copper pipes, made wholly of copper, are dutiable under 
paragraph 176, at the rate of 24 cents per pound; and flexible iron 
tubes, made wholly of iron, are dutiable under paragraph 152. 

Imitation silk yarn, made partly of pyroxylin, but which has 
been denitrated in the process of manufacture, and which in its 
imported condition is not composed in chief value of pyroxylin or 
a compound of pyroxylin, is dutiable as “silk yarn or thread,” 
under paragraph 385 and the provisions of Section 7 of the Tariff.

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Tariff Changes and Customs Regulations. 


The Regulations with regard to prohibited imports and exports 
(entitled ‘The Persia Customs Prohibition Regulations, 1901”) 
make binding upon British subjects various sections of the Persian 
Law of the Ist January, 1900, prohibiting the importation of 
certain articles and empowering the Grand Vizier to prohibit the 
importation or exportation of other articles, a full translation of 
which* Law appeared in the “ Board of Trade Journal” for the 
5th July, 1900. With reference to Article 3 of that Law, it is 
provided by these Regulations that every application by a British 
‘subject for permission to import arms, ammunition, or explosives 
into Persia, must be made through one of H.M. Consular Officers 
in that country. 

The Regulations with regard to the road tax provide that 
“where any British subject resists by force the collection of the 
‘rahdari, or other tax imposed by the said Law, or the detention 
of any carts or animals therein declared to be liable to detention, 
he shall be guilty of an offence, triable only in a court held under 
“The Persia Order in Council, 1889,” and shall, on conviction, be 
liable to the penalties provided by “The Persia (Regulations) 
Order in Council, 1901”; provided that a refusal to pay any taxes 
levied by a concessionaire for the construction of a road shall not 
be deemed to be an offence if it appears to the Court that ‘the 
taxes are levied differentially to the prejudice of British subjects.”

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SHIPPING AND TRANSPORT. 


GERMANY. 


With reference to notices on pp. 346-7 of the ‘“‘ Board of Trade 

Journal ” of 31st November last and in previous 
The oA of issues, concerning the new port of Emden, 

Province of Hanover, Kingdom of Prussia, Ger- 
many, situated near the mouth of the River Ems, the following 
additional information has been received at the Board of Trade 
from the German Consul-General in London. The inner port, 
suitable for ships of a draught of fully 6 metres or 19°68 
English feet, has been considerably enlarged and improved in all 
parts. The new out-port bas a depth of 11 1:2 metres, or 
37°72 English feet at mean 114 metres high water, so that it permits 
of, large sea-ships drawing up to 8°30 metres or 26°90 English 
feet remaining afloat. The fairway of the lower Ems is being 
deepened from and below Emden to 10 metres or 32°80 
English feet. The out-port and the lower Ems remain open and 
navigable during the winter. The out-~port is furnished with all 
the requirements of a large seaport, including an extensive quay, 
large sheds for sea-borne goods, electric cranes, coal-shoot-crane 
and port railway. The out-port further includes a free Customs’ 
District, which was officially thrown open at the beginning of 
August, 1901. This free district is treated for Customs’ purposes 
as extra-territorial, so that, within its limits, ships’ traffic, and the 
loading and unloading, warehousing, and handling of goods, are 
essentially exempted from Customs’ control.

The tonnage 
of the cargo carried on the canals in 1901 was 17,017,590 tons, as 
compared with 17,896,827 tons in 1900, and the tonnage carried 
on rivers and streams 13,350,622 tons, as compared with 13,539,378 
tons. The total tonnage of the cargo carried on all the internal 
waterways of France in 1901 was 30,368,212 tons, as compared

37.829 tons in 1895, and 44,791 tons in 1894. The statistics of 

the association do not go back to an earlier period than 1894, Of 

the production last year 228,893 tons were made with coke and 

16,083 tons with charcoal. The production of Bessemer pig-iron, 

included above, amounted to 29,577 tons. Neither spiegel nor 
ferro-manganese was made. 

On 3lst December, 1901, the unsold stocks of pig-iron in 
Canada amounted to 59,472 gross tons, as compared with 12,465 
tons at the close of 1900 and 9,932 tons at the close of 1899. Of 
the unsold iron on hand on 31st December, 1901, 54,563 tons were 
coke pig-iron and 4,909 tons were charcoal pig-iron. 

On 31st December, 1901, there were 14 completed furnaces in 
Canada, and 4 furnaces were in course of construction. Of the 
completed furnaces, 7 were in blast and 7 were idle on the date 
named. During 1901 4 furnaces were erected by the Dominion 
Iron and Steel Company, at Sydney, Cape Breton, Nova Scotia, 
three of which were blown in during 1901. The fourth furnace was 
put in blast in January, 1902. Of the 14 completed furnaces 
9 were equipped to use coke for fuel, 4 charcoal, and 1 charcoal 
and. coke.

JAPAN. 
The following statement with reference to the mineral wealth 
Mineral of Japan was published in the “ Japan 


Weekly Mail” of the 8th ult., and is a trans- 
lation of a communication made by Mr. Wada 
of the Japanese Department of Agriculture and Commerce to the 
“ Jiji,” a journal published at Tokio in the vernacular :— | , 

There are no large veins of iron in Japan, so far as in- 
vestigations conducted by the authorities go. At present the iron 
deposit at Kamaishi is generally regarded as the largest of its 
kind, and is followed by Ugo, Echigo, Hida, Mino, most of the 
provinces in the San-in do, &c., where the ore is found to some 
extent. ‘The output in 1900 was 23,682 tons, representing over 
955,286 yen (about 96,0007.) in value. 

As to coal, Japan produces two kinds, namely ordinary coal and, 
smokeless coal. The latter is now largely mined in Amakusa in the 
province of Kyushu, Kishu, and Nagato, but Mr. Wada regretted to 
say that in point of quality the Japanese smokeless coal is inferior 
to Cardiff and other foreign coal, and in consequence the Naval 
Authorities are obliged to obtain their supply from abroad. The 
districts where ordinary coal is chiefly procured are Kyushu, 
Hokkaido and Iwaki regions, the coal produced at Takashima 
colliery being superior to any other. The total output in 1900 
of Hokkaido was 7,429,457 tons, and the value amounted to 
24,583,038 yen (about 2,458,000/.). 

In regard to kerosene, Echigo stands at the head of the 
list in producing the largest quantity, and is followed by 
Hokkaido, Ugo and Totomi, in the order mentioned. The output 
in 1900 was, 767,092 koku (80,453,552 galls.) representing 
1,941,518 yen (about 194,000/.) in value. Sulphur produced that 
year in Hokkaido, Rikuzen, Asumi, Shinano, and other provinces 
amounted to 14,435 tons, valued at 312,835 yen (about 31,0001.) 
In short, the value of the mineral output in Japan. in 1900 was 
49,936,378 yen (4,994,000/.), which shows an increase of four and 
a-half times as compared with a decade ago.

NEW ZEALAND. 


It is noted in the February issue of ‘“ Australasian Hardware and 

Machinery,” that in the Poverty Bay district of 
Linseed Growing. Auckland a thorough trial of the growth of 

linseed for industrial purposes is being made, 
fully 3,000 acres having been put under cultivation this year. 
Only a small quantity has been hitherto grown, and that for the 
seed only, the flax itself being rendered useless for want of special 
machinery. Now this is to be remedied, and the fibre saved, the 
local paper mills having offered to try the product for paper 
making. Last year, with the seed sold.at 15s. per bushel, the crop 
realised 8/. per acre. By utilising the fibre as above, it is expected 
this year’s crop will realise 14/. per acre.

OF THE 


BOARD OF TRADE. 


The Intelligence Branch of the Commercial Department of the Board of @ 
Trade has been established with a view to meet the constantly increasing 
demand for prompt and accurate information on commercial matters, so far ag 
it can be met by Government action. In deciding to establish this new 
branch, the Board of Trade were largely influenced by the recommenda- 
tions contained in the Report* of a Departmental Committee composed not @ 
only of representatives of the various Government Departments concerned, 
but also of prominent representatives of commercial interests, which was 
appointed in July, 1897. The Committee referred to was requested to 
consider and advise (1) as to the best means of collecting and of dissemi- @ 
nating among those interested prompt and accurate information upon 
commercial subjects, and (2) as to the collection of samples, especially @ 
of goods of foreign manufacture competing with British productions, and @ 
the exhibition of such samples to manufacturers and traders in this 
country. As a result of their deliberations the Committee recommended 
under head (1) the establishment of a new office, under the Board of Trade, 
on lines which the Board have followed generally in the creation of the 
Intelligence Branch, and this Branch is consequently intended to become a 
centre at which information on all subjects of commercial interest shall 
be collected and focussed in a form convenient for reference. In addition, it 
is the duty of the Branch, as far as circumstances permit, to afford 
information in reply to all inquiries on commercial matters which may be 
addressed to it, whether written or verbal. 

The office, which is temporarily housed at No. 50, Parliament Street, 
London, S.W., was opened on the 23rd October, 1899; its principal officer 
under the Controller-General of the Commercial, Statistical, and Labour 9 

partments of; he Board of Trade) being Mr. T. Worthington, who recently @ 
acted as Special Commissioner to the Board in an inquiry into the condition 
and prospects of British trade in certain South American countries. The 
“Intelligence Branch” will endeavour, on application being made to it, to 
supply information with regard to the following subjects, viz. :—Commercial 
Statistics; Matters relating to Foreign and Colonial Tariffs; Excise and 
“ Consumption” duties; Port, Harbour, and Tonnage dues, and other charges on 
Shipping ; Customs Regulations ; Consular Fees ; Forms of Certificates of Origin; 
tons concerning Commercial Travellers ; Trading Licenses; Foreign and 
Colonial Contracts open to Tender; Foreign and Colonial Bounties ; Lists of 
Firms abroad engaged in particular lines of business in different localities, &c., &e. 
An Inquiry Room, at which copies of official publications, directories, and 
other works of reference may be consulted, is reserved at the offices of the 
Branch for the convenience of personal applicants. 

The “ Board of Trade Journal” -is the- principal medium through which 
intelligence collected by the Branch and intended for general information is 
conveyed to the public. The Journal, which, up to the close of 1899, was 
issued monthly at the price of 6d., is now issued weekly at the price of 1d.
